2 OUTLINE OF PHONEMES 
2.1 Chart of Phonemes 
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* The phoneme which has been symbolized / dz/ and described as an af- 
fricate has been included as a fricative in the phoneme chart. Fol- 
lowing the writing of this paper, it was decided that the phonetic 
quality is more that of a fricative with the alveolar stop very lenis 
and actually just a transition between the prenasalisation and the 
fricative. Therefore the phoneme is actually /nz/ and does belong in 
the fricative section of the phoneme chart. 
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
